stantially. Last evening it was announced 
that Queen Wilhelmina had arrived, in 
England, where her daughter, Princess 
Juliana, already had taken refuge. It is 
quite possible, indeed; that the invaders 
will sécure possession of the greater part 
of the Netherlands; for they have been 
attacking in force between Venlo and 
Maastricht in the south in an effort to 
drive a.wedge between the Dutch and 
Belgian armies. There: has been fierce 
fighting in the Belgian Ardennes, where 
Belgium’s light mechanised units, having 
delayed the German advance, have retired 
to the Meuse. In all probability further 
withdrawals will be reported during the 
next few days. The Germans are attack- 
ing with terrific force; until they are 
engaged by the main body of the Franco- 
British armies they will be bound to secure 
local successes. 

The curtain has ‘risen on the last act 
of the tragedy that has been unrolling 
itself since the National-Socialist Party 
came into power in Germar seven ypers 
ago. "No man can tell what the dénouement 
will be. “The Germans are fully prepared 
for the’ struggle that began last week. 
Their leaders have counted’ the cost, and 
are determined to smash their way to 
victory before the end. of the present 
year. . The Allies are at a disadvantage 
in consequence of Herr Hitler’s invasion 
of the Low Countries.. In the nature of 
things, General Gamelin has not had 
time to co-ordinate the Franco-British 
plans with those of the Dutch and Belgian 
High Commands, and for some little. time, 
at any rate, a certain amount of con- 
fusion will be inevitable. On the other 
hand, the French have little to learn 
regarding strategy. . They are not in such 
a hurry as the Germans, and before the 
last shot shall have been fired in this 
war much water will flow beneath the 
bridges of the Meuse and the Rhine. 
There was a suggestion in Paris yesterday 
that, the Germans may be planning a 
direct assault on the Maginot Line with 
the mysterious “ new weapon” of which 
‘Herr Hitler spoke at Danzig immediately 
after the Polish campaign. It also has 
been suggested that landings may be 
made in England by means of parachutes, 
and Mr. Anthony Eden's reply to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons yesterday 
indicates that the British Government is 
fully alive to the dangers of such a move, 
Only one thing is certain in these anxious 
days. Herr Hitler will do everything in 
his power to smash the British Empire. 
The British are a self-satisfied people who 
have been winning wars since the days ‘of 
Queen Elisabeth; but they realise now 
that their national existence is at stake, 
and itvis evident that ‘all parties in the 
United Kingdom are determined to throw 
every ounce of energy that they possess 
into the prosecution of the campaign. We 
in Eire are neutral; but none of us can 
afford to be indifferent to the events of 
the coming days.

Three days after adjourning for the | 


Whitsun recess, Parliament was recalled 
for a one-day sitting. Its purpose was to 
give a vote of confidence in the new 
Administration formed by Mr. Churchill.

Conservative members rose 
in their places and waved order papers, 
and clapped and cheered. 

The ovation was only broken by the 
introduction of Lord Erskine, Conservative 
member for Brighton, who took the oath 
and his seat. 

Meanwhile the Treasury bench had filled

was strange to se Mr. Attlee; Mr.

In three short days Mr. Churchill had 
wrought changes in the House, which, 
during the md of Wednesday's stormy 
debate, would ave seemed impossible.
